Crab men 


want ban 


CRAB fishermen from 
the Norfolk port9 of 
Cromer and 

Sheringham are calling 
for immediate action to 
stop trawlers destroy- 
ing their fishing 
grounds. 


Members of the North Nor- 
folk Fishermen's Association 
are campaigning for a ban on 
all trawling within three miles 
of the coast from Wells to 
Happisburgh (just north of 
Great Yarmouth). This would 
give protection to most of the 
crab, lobster and whelk 
grounds in the area.

Chairman of the Associa- 
tion,' Sheringham fisherman 
Eric Wink, said: "If 
something is not done Boon 
tile trawlers will wreck our 
crab and lobster grounds. As 
it is they’ve already ruined 
the whelk grounds north-west 
of Sheringham and broken up 
the spawn end now we caivt 
get a living out of whelk- 
fishing”. 

Although the Eastern Sea 
Fisheries Committee already 
ban trawling in parts of the 
area, local flBhermen want 
additional protection for the 
valuable crab, lobster and 
whelk fisheries which bring in 
about £200,000 a year to local 
men. 

Local fishermen Btate that 
there are two main problems 
— trawlers using heavy gear 
are wrecking the sea-bed and 
are also hauling up crabs and 
lobsters in their nets. They 
fear that unless legislation is 
introduced anon the North 
Norfolk fishing grounds will 
eventually become invaded 
by trawlers from Common 
Market countries. 

Secretary of the 
fishermen’s Association, Bob 
Rushnfter^said he was worried 
about the situation and would 
do his utmost to get a ban on 
trawling in the three mile 
coastal area, now under the 
iuristziction of the Eastern 
pea Fisheries Committee. ' 

“We have had a lot of 
trawlers messing about on

A LIFERAFT from the 
Peterhead seiner Trident 
haB been found off the 
Caithness coast more 
than two years after the 
vessel disappeared with 
her erew of soven. 

It was found last Sunday 
less than a mile off the Isle of 
Stroma, in the Pentland 
Firth, hy the Norwegian 
coaster Lysuik and landed at 
Scrabster. 

It was being held in the 
hArbour office there before 
being sent to the Department 
of Trade for examination. 

It is believed that the raft 
had only been on the surface 
for about 48 hours before it 
was picked up. Local men at 
Scrabster believe that the 
ropes holding the raft to the 
sunken trawler had worn 
through with the movement 
of the sea. 

The tugging motion would 
have caused the raft to self- 
inflate aa it broke free from 
its housing on the vessel. 

The raft, when nicked up. 
was complete with survival 
kit, but was holed.

Gallic Rose and Gallic 
May, both of which have been 
discharging mackerel at Pen- 
zance, are referred to in the 
summonses. 

Both are registered at 
Buckie on the Baniffshire 
coast. The main name in the 
summonses in connection 
with these pursers are David 
Andrews and Forbes 
Cameron. 

The others sommoned are 
Andrew Tait of Chria Andra 
and Robert Tait of Comrade, 
both of which have been 
fishing out of Plymouth. 

All four intend to pleed not 
guilty to the summonses 
which have been taken out 
under the Sea Fishing 
Protection Regulations Act of 
1966. Under this law, 
Cornwall has the right to 
make inshore fishing by-laws. 

Until this month, the max- 
imum penalty was £60, but 
the new Fishery Limits Act 
has raised this to £1,000, plus 
possible confiscation of gear 
and catch. 


Big trawler 
'pair-up' is 
paying off 




FLEETWOOD’S latest 
bid to use large 
trawlers for pair 
fishing received a fillip 
last week when the 
sister-ships Armana 
and Navena returned to 
port with a combined 
total of more than 
1,400 kits which sold 
for £41,663. 

Skipper Bill Taylor was in 
command of Navena while 
Skipper Bernard.

The 
stern trawlers had worked off 
the north of Scotland. 

Alan Marr, chairman of 
the owning company, J. Marr 
and Son Ltd., said: “The 
results of this latest trip are 
much more encouraging than 
the first.

“The long-established UK

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FLEETWOOD has lost 
one of Its most successful 
nearwater vessels with 
the sale to Canada of the 
108ft. David Wilson which 
left the port last week 
bound for Vancouver. She 
is to work as a carrier for

The vessel is owned by Mr, 
Jim Wilson and managed by 
< the Hazael Fishing Company. 
And she went off last week ac- 
companied by some straight 
talking about the frustrations 
caused by Department of 
Trade stability rules which 
playod a big part in the deci- 
sion to sell the vessel. 

Mr. Wilson said: “It was a 
soul-searching decision to let 
the vessel go — made with 
every reluctance."

She 
was one of the rare ships in 
her day to have a stability 
booklet and has always been 
a very fine vessel. Then the 
Department of Trade and In- 
duatry introduced new 
legislation dealing with 
stability.

Mr. Wilson went on to say 
that the last few months have 
been a constant worry. "We 
have battled hard to meet 
every requirement of the new 
legislation. Thousands of 
pounds have been spent on 
the ship.

Pair trawl blow 


PAIR TRAWLING has 
been outlawed off 
Northumberland and 
Tyneside. Appeals wore 
being considered by Scot- 
tish fisherman following a 
test case at Newcastle 
Crown Court last week, 
when nine Scottish 
trawler owners and a 
fishing company failed in 
their appeal against con- 
viction at Alnwick 
Magistrates Court for us- 
ing an illegal method of 
trawling on February 17 
last year. 

They were each fined £40 
at Alnwick. As a result of the 
case, pair trawling for sprat 
and herring was declared il- 
legal, within the 3-mile limit. 

The result is that further 
prosecution will be brought 
against skippers, most of 
them Scottish, who have been 
using the pair trawl method 
of fishing in the 
Northumberland inshore 
waters.

SOAK UP OIL V 


A PRODUCT for deal- 
ing with oil pollution 
has recently become 
available. It Is known 
as Drizit and 1 b ob- 
tainable in the form of 
loose fibre or absor- 
bent cushions con- 
taining the fibre. 

To handle it resembles 
teased felt and when you put 
a handful or two on to oily 
water, it starts to absorb the 
oil straightaway. It absorbs 


no water and bo, before long, 
you have gobs of the stuff 
saturated with oil floating on 
the surface — gobs which will 
not sink. 

It is suitable, in loose fibre 
form, for putting under a 
fractured oil pipe or leaking 
' coupling, or dealing with oil 


spillages on solid surfaces, 
but I doubt if it is suitable in 
this form for, say, removing 
an excessive amount of oil 
from bilge water; the gobs 
look as though they might 
soon choke pumps. 

For bileewater absorbent 
cushions filled with the fibre 
are the answer. Cushions are 
approximately 50 cm square 
and are covered with a 
material which allows oil to 
pass through it and be ab- 
sorbed by the Fibres. Bach 
has an eyelet which enables it 
to be held in position 
wherever you want. 

For dealing with major oil 
spillages in, say, the vicinity 
of oyster beds, Drizit is ob- 
tainable in sleeves about four 
metres long and 18 cm in 
diameter. 


Covers of the sleeves are 
made of the same material as 
the cushions and they can be 
joined together by tapes to 
make booms of any length.

Which prop? 


"I AM going to place an 
order for a new 40 ft. boat 
which I intend to use for 
lobstering, scalloping and 
trawling. And I am going 
to install a ISO hp engine 
In It. 

"If It was just a lobster 
boat I would be out for max- 
imum speed and not concern- 
ed with reduction gear. If it 
was to be used only for trawl- 
ing I would need a 3:1 reduc- 
tion gear at least. 

"would it be sensible to 
compromise with a 2:1 reduc- 
tion gear and gain a little 
speed or would that spoil the 


boat then for dragging?” 

■If you are determined to 
fit a fixed blade propeller, I 
should think you would find a 
3:1 reduction gear most 
suitable for both trawling and 
scalloping. 

Since you write from 
Shetland, and will 
presumably be working in 
deep water most of the time, 


surely a controllable pitch 
propeller would be best of all? 

Vour boat would then have 
the speed and manoeuvrabili- 
ty required for lobstering as 
well as plenty of pulling 
power at slow speed.

components for making 
them, I mentioned two 
sources of supply in the 
south of England.

Merchant Shipping Notice No. M767 
which, if taken seriously by skippers. 
cou ld destroy much of the character 
of our fishermen's radio conversation. 

M787 is a Standard Marine 
Navigational Vocabulary which haa 
the laudable intention of establishing 
standard words and phrases for inter- 
national use in English — the 
accepted language of sea and air 
communications. 

Of course there have long been 
standard phrases in the signal 
manuals and almanacs, but thlB la a 
determined effort to eatablish a stan- 
dard terminology, too. 

Far example, the terms used for 
various parts of a ship and her deck 
gear should always be the same. This 
; could be vital In an emergency when 
a foreign vessel Is involved. The 
manual lays down such standards. 

No doubt M767 will ba hung in a 
thousand radio rooms and studied 
ardently by radio officers of many 
nationalities. But will It have any 
serious repercussions In Lowestoft,
